No Cruelties nor Inhumanines were f{par’d to extort 

from them that Abjuration. The Children were 

torn from the Arms of their Fathers and Mothers. 

And as for thofe Proteftanis who were the moft con- 

ftant and the moft fim, and could not be wrought 

upon by all the Ways of Compulfion, the Men were 
put into Dungeons, the Women and Maids into 

Convents, and others were T'ranfperted to the Ame- 

rican Iflands. Ample Particulars of thefe Perfecu- 

tions may be feen in the Hiftoire de [ Edit de Nantes, 

Liv. 23. fiom P. 880. tc p. 908. 

Thefe Abjurations were excorted, Part before the 

Revocation of the Edict of Nantes, and Part fince 


that Revocaticn. 


The Abjurations before the Revocation of the E- 
dic& of Nantes, cannot with any colour cf Reafon 
be juftify’d. Tis nororious , that they were extort- 
ed by Violence , and by all forts of ill Means and 
Perfecutions. Firft in Poitou’ by-rhe Intendant Ma- 


rillac in the Year 1682, afterwardsin 1685 by the 


Dragoons in’ Bearn, and then at- Montauban, Ber- 
gerac, and feveral Towns of Languedoc, Angoumois, 
XMaintonge, the Country of Aunix, the Sevennes, 
the Vivarers, and Dauphine, * And all this in 
Derogation of the Liberty given by the 6th Article 
of the Edict of Nantes in the following formal and 
exprefs Terms, ‘ We have permitted and permit 
* thofe of the {aid pretended Reform’d Religion, to 
‘ dwell and abide in all the Cities and Places of 
‘this our Kingdom and Territories of our Obedi- 


“ence, without being queftion’d, vex'd, moiefted;. 


‘ or compell’d todo any thing in Religion againft 


* their Confcience, .or-for the fake thereof fought’ 


‘after in their Houfes and Places of Abode: on 
‘ their behaving themfelves in other things as-is pro- 
‘ vided by our prefent Edict. This Edict fubfifting 
in Force, and not beirg revok'd, “tis utterly impeffi- 
ble to defend the fore’d Adjurations that abfolurely 


deftroy’d the Liberty which by Virtne of it the Pro- 


teftants ought to-have enjoy’ in the Matrer of Re- 
ligion. 

As for the Abjurations extorted fince the Revoca- 
tion of the Bdic& of Nentes, they are no more juiti- 


fiable than the former, becaufe they are a plain In- | 


fraGtion of the laft Article of the Edit of Revoca- 
tion, 

In fhorr, the French Proteftants were reduc’d to 
that Pafs, that they could neither Live nor Die at 
Liberry. 

They were compell’d to go to’ Mafs, and do o- 
ther Acts of the Romith Worthip againft their Con- 
fciences ; and by thac means they were depriv’d of 
the Liberty of Living in France, being unable to en- 
dure thar Compulfion, which is indeed she moft un- 
fupportable Conftraint that can be invented. 

That Violence was carry’d yet further by the 
King’s Declaration of the 29"h of April 1686, in 
which are thefe Words, ‘ We Ordain, that if any of 
* our Subje&s of either Sex, who fhall bave abjur'd

* ftares: And as for fuch fick Perfins who thall 


have made the Adjuration aforelaid., yet thal! have) 


‘ refus'd the Sacraments of the Church, and fhall

perfift and die'in the pretenaed Reformd Re- 


* ligion, and fhall Die in that unhappy Difpof-: 
* tion ; We ordain that Procefs fhail be made ont: 


* againft their Dead Bodies, in the Manner directed 
the Aricles under the 22d Head of our Ord» 
‘nance in:he Month of Auguft 1670, for Criminal 
* Matters, and that they be drawn on a Hardie, 
“ thrown upon the common Lay-ftall, and. their £- 
*ftares Confifcared. which ic may. be obfcrv’d, 
thar by this Declaration it was own’d, that the Ad- 
jurations it {peaks of were exrorted : For had they 
been free and voluntary, ‘tis very likely would have 
been perfifted in in time of Sicknefs and on the Death. 
Bed:: And yet, the Penalties denouc’d by this.Des 
claration are founded on thofe very Abjurations 
which it owns to been extoried and forc’d. Can 
any thing be imagin’d more unjuft or more inhu- 
This Declaration gives Horrour to.a Man ‘that 
confiders ir. “ihofe that advis’d and were Authors 


~ of it,had renounc’d all Sentiments of Nature and Hus 


manity. Ifit be a Crime for the Proteftants to die 
in their Religion, that Crime is extinguth’d by their 
Death ; this is focertain, that even after Condem- 
tion to Capital Punifhment, if the Condemn’d Per- 
fon die during an Appeal, he is deem'd :o: have 
died integri Status ®.. How much rather thofe whofe 


Crimes confift only in omittendo , as in the Cafe in 
“Queftion, where the Crime is the having refus’d 


the Sacraments of the Romifh Church. ‘ 
By this Declaration therefore, the -Liberty -of Li- 
ving-or Dying with the Peace of their Confcienccd, 
was abfolutely taken away from the French Pré- 
teftants, 

This being fuppos’d, theic retiring out of. France 
cannot be unpured to'theth as a Crime, f{eripg that 
retiring is caus’d by the ‘Conftraint pur upon their 
Confciences ; and yet by the Edict of Revocation 
they ought not co be miolefted, under Pregext of 
théir Religions How can that be reconcil’d with 
wiiat was done immediately after the Publication ef 
that Edit ; when the Proteftants were ci mpeli’d by 
a Thoufard Vexations,” and even by Condempari- 
ons to mike Amende- Honourable, and by Imprilar- 
ment, to do what are call’d the Dutics of Catholick:,

The Proteftants 
cave been conftrain’d to retire out of France by. the 
taking from them that Liberty which was granied 
them by the Edi& of Revocatiin : There is there- 
fore no Canfe, nor even colou.abic Prevext for de- 
riving them of the Profits of their Eftates : The 
of abiding in France, gran:ed them by the 
faid Edict, being taken away ; the Probibiion to 
leave the Kingdom denounc’d by thar Edict did con- 
fequently ceale. 
t may be further obferv’d, that thole who cid 
not offend againft the Prohibition to the King- 


dom, have been depriv’d of their Eitates: The Mi | 
nifters are of that Number ; they were commanded | 
by the Edict of Revocation to retire out of France, 


within 15 Days; they obey’é, and retir’d ; What 
Prerext can there be for depriving them of the Profits. 
of their Eftates ? 

There were a great Number of Proteftants de-. 


tain’d in Prifon in the feveral Provinces of France, 


for refufing to abjure their Religion ; their Perfecu-. 
tors being at length tir'd with tormenting them, . 
they were conducted out of the Kingdom by pub- 
lick Order ; Yet they are depriv'd of the Profics of 
their Eftares. Doubrlefs this is a crying Injuftice. 

The Refult of all we have obferv'd is, That the. 
declar’d: En-mies of the Prortcftants of France, have. 


themfelves acknowledg'd, that there ought to be no. 


Conftraint in the Mater of Religion ; that out of a. 
principal of natural Equity, they have judg’d it rea- 
fonable, that in taking from the Proreftants the Li- 
berty of Confcience, it was but juft ro allow them 
to difpofe of their Eftates on their retiring out of the 
Kingdom : That the laft Article of the Revocation 
of 7 Edict of Nantes gave them Liberty to abide 
in France, to carry on their Commerce, and to enjoy 
their Eftates, withont being molefted therein under 
the Pretext of their Religion ; That this Article nor 
having been obferv’d, but on the Contrary the Pro- 
teftants being taught by fad and fatal Experience 
that it was only an Illufion, (tho’ nothing is more con- 
trary to the Nature and Quality of 2 Law than Trick 
and Deceir,) had the Unhappinets, prefently after 
the Publication of this Edit to have the Dragoons 
Tet loofe upon them, to compel them by all forts of 
Violence, Cruelty, and Inhumanity, to abjure their 
Religion, which was taking from them the very Li- 
berty granted them by that Edi&: Thar on one 
hand, ftaying in the Kingdom they faffer'd Violence 
for Confcience fake both living and dead; that on 
the other band they were detain’d Prifoners in the 
Kingdom, all the Avenues of which by Land and 
Sea were ftrictly guzrded ; and that in venturing to 
go out, the Men were expos'd to the Punifhment of 
the Galleys for Life, and the Women and Maids to 
be thav'd end fhuc up in Convents, with Confifcaion 
of their Eftaces. Ic follows by juft and neceffary 
Confequence, thar their Retiring out of the King- 
dom being forc’d, ought notro be made a Pretext 
for depriving them of the Profi:s of the Eftates they 
behind them.
